The Russian 
people who, notwithstanding all obstructions 
and restrictions, are every day gruwing in 
intelligence, have before them the remar«- 
able example of a subject and conquered 
province enjoying a constitutional Govern- 
ment, and themselves absolutely denied 
any voice in their own affairs. They have 
also before them the fact that the Czar, the 
spiritual head of the Russian Church, is the 
sovereign of a country inwhich the estab- 
lished church is the Evangelical Lutheran. Io 
this respect the Czarand the Queen of En- 
gland hold a similar position, but the reli 
gious situation in England and in Russia 
is, of course, radically different. All 
these circumstances tend to give color 
to the belief now prevalent in 
Finland, thatthe pledge of Alexanderl. is 
soon to be broken, and that the liberties of 
the country are to be ground under the com- 
mon despotism which prevails throughout 
the remainder of the Empire. So strong is 
the belief that emigration from the country 
has received a tremendous impulse, and al- 
ready within the past year exceeds that of 
Sweden by many thousands. Another motive 
for Russian jealousy is the close relation be- 
tween the ruling classes of Finland and 
Sweden. Swedish is the official language of 
Finland, the language spoken by nearly all 
the better class of people. Even to-day, the 
Swedes regard the loss of Finland in much the 
same spirit as the French do the severasce of 
Alsace- Lorraine.

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“A SHAME TO CIVILIZATION.” 

The Grand-jury report presenting the 
Sheriff’s office in New York City as ‘‘a 

disgrace to the city and a shame to civil- 
ization,” is simply a mild condemnation 
of the whole system of basing the emolu- 
ments of public office on fees. There is 
perversion of power, abuse of public 
trust, peculation, extortion, fraud and 
rank corruption in every vestige of that 
system wherever retained. 

It is a remnant of the old system of 
granting monopolies, farming out taxes, 
and conferring special predatory privi- 
leges upon favorites by royal letters pat- 
ent. Party favorites are no more fit to be 
intrusted with such privileges than were 
the royal favorites of old. The inherent 
evils of the system and the corruptions 
inseparable from f, have forced 
the people of this country to substitute 
the salary system for the fee system in 
the great majority of public offices. 
The wonder is that they still permit any 
public officer to pocketa fee for rendering 
the public any official services. whatever. 
The New York Grand-jury’s exposure of 
the rottenness connected with the fee busi- 
ness in the Sheriff’s office and the political 
corruption it engenders and facilitates 
not only justifies the demand for the sal- 
ary system, but will make people wonder 
that the reform has been so long delayed. 

That the politicians are to blame and 
why they cling to the fee system was il- 
lustrated in the clique work and the per- 
sonal appeals of the party bosses that de- 
feated the bill to abolish the fee system in 
the office of Coal Oil Inspector in Mis- 
souri. By defeating that bill, Gov. Fran- 
cis was enabled to make a political 
henchman out of the Missouri member of 
the Democratic National Committee and 
provide him with a St. Louis sinecure of 
$15,000 a year for use in the Governor’s 
seryice, while other rich inspectorships in 
other cities of the State are usedin the 
sameway. Notonlyis a large amount 
of money thus intercepted when it be- 
longs of right to the tax-payers of the 
State, but it is intercepted and used for 
personal ends or political corruption 
when it should gointo the public Treas- 
ury torelieve the burdens of the people.

THE CASE OF M&. REIMLER. 

The cases against School Directors Mack- 
LIN, ROGERS, BARTHOLDT and BOLLMAN 
in the quo warranto proceedings in the 
Appellate Court are clearly defined on the 
question of the puyment or non- payment 
of taxes. Aside from the making of an 
oath as to their qualificagions, these gen- 
tlemen will stand or fall in the end on the 
possession or lack of tax receipts. 

The case of School Director REIMLER, 
however, presents serious complications. 
Mr. REIMLER has tax receipts which ap- 
parently are regular, but it is charged 
that in obtaining them he practiced a 
fraud on the city. He obtained a 
piece of property expressly for the 
purpose of qualifying for his office and 
disposed of it immediately after the office 
had been secured, retaining only the tax 
receipts. Mr. REIMLER claims that he 
paid the taxes on the property for two 
years. Were this claim substantiated the 
transaction while irregular might be 
overlooked, but the account of Mr. J. E. 
GREFFET, the real estate agent, who 
handled the property, with Miss STANLEY, 
the original owner of it, shows that the 
latter was charged with the taxes for the 
years for which Mr. REIMLER claims he 
paid. Mr. GREFFET states that he deducted 
the amount for the taxes from the sum he 
gave Miss STANLEY as the price of the 
property, and the records corroborate his 
statement. 

School Director RxEIMLER, therefore, 
stands charged with having fraudulently 
qualified himself for his important office. 
What is worse, the attorney of the School 
Board appears as his agent in the trans- 
action. Thecredit of the School Board 
demands that it be purged of the disgrace 
involved in this case. . 
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AFTER ignoring for ten months the law 
he approved on the 18th day of last April, 
and which made it his duty to exact 
monthly reports from the Treasurer and 
Auditor, or to suspend them and take 
possession of their offices if they failed to 
send him their sworn reports on or before 
the fifth day of every month, Gov. 
FRANCIS is now not only requiring such 
reports, but apparently taking the Audi- 
tor’s buginess into hisown hands. A cir- 
cular from the Governor to County Col- 
lectors requests them to report directly to 
him and in detail whatamounts they have 
remitted to the State Treasurer since 
January 1, the dates of their receipts 
therefor and the times when the receipts 
came to hand. With the Auditor as a 
check upon the Treasurer and the Gov- 
ernor going behind the Auditor’s reports 
and getting the County Collectors to 
verify the same, the Treasury ought to be 
safe hereafter.

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VICTIMS Or THE FLOOD. 


THE LOSS OF LIFE AT ARKANSAS CITY AND 
' WICINITY.- 


Men, Women and Children Drowned—Land 
in Cultivation Sabmerged on Account of 
Levee Breaks—The Situation at Cincin- 
nati Greatly Impreved—A Bad Levee 
Break at Skipwith’s Landing, Miss. 


ARKANSAS CITY, Ark., March 26.—Fatalities 
are beginning to come in in connection with 
the flood. Yesterday morning a skiff con- 
talning seven persons left the Desha Lumber 
& Planting Co.’s farm, about three miles out 
from here. They were negroes, and were 
coming in here to take the tram forthe high 
lands. John Picket, Louis Williams, Harri 
ette Lee and her children, ranging from 6 to 
16 years, constituted the party. They 
had all their plunder aboard, and 
the boat was heavily loaded. They 
made their way rough the darkness 
all right until they wére near the large mound 
about one mile north of here. For some rea- 
son the boat began to leak. Picket, the oars- 
man ,tirned her toward the mound, but he bad 
made very little progress whemthe boat went 
down with its load of human freight. The 
water was 6or7 feet deep and the only spot 
of high land anywhere within a mile and a 
half was the mound, about 80 yards distant. 
Picket caught the woman and her 10-year-old 
child and attempted to help them out, 
and Williams is supposed Ao have 
attempted to render assistance to another girl 
and 8-year-dld boy. After struggling in the 
water with the mother and her child for some 
time Picket-found that it was impossible to 
save them, and was compelled to let them go. 
Being almost completely exhausted, he would 
himself have been lost bad tf not accidentally 
floated againstthe upturned boat. He suc- 
ceeded in pulling himself up into it. Clinging 
to the boat he found the little 6-year-oild 
boy. the youngest of the party. Wililams 
was struggling in the water and calling 
for help, but Picket was too much ex- 
hausted to ald the unfortunate man, and in a 
short time Williams went down. Picket and 
the little boy clung to the boat and called for 
help. At last they were heard by some 
negroes who lived in the outer edge of town. 
A skiff was manned, and the rescuing party, 
after nearly an hour’s search, succeeded in 
finding the upturned boat, with Picket and 
the child clinging to it, more dead than alive. 
A party was at once organized and search 
made fer the bodies of the five missing ones. 
Early this afternoon the bodies of Williams 
and the 10-year-old girl were found near 


where they went down. As yet the bodies of 
Hariette Lee and her other two children have 
not been recovered. 

THE BREAKS CONTINUE 
in the levees, but stilithe river rises slowly. 
The break reported to have occurred in the 
levee at the Chicot place, two miles above 
here, has widened very little. The ends have 
been riveted and are now secure, The partio- 
viars of the break in the Lacon la Circle levee 
were brought down by the Kate Adams last 
evening. This is a private levee, and protects 
a number of the finest plantations in the State. 
It is in the extreme upper part of this 
county, nintey miles rom here. 
The circie is about eighteen miles in cir- 
cumference and, nearly every acre of land 
ewbraced in itis in cultivation. The popula- 
tion is largely colored, and numbers in the 
neighborhood of 2,000. The whites are nearly 
all well-to-do plantersand can take care of 
themselves, but itis probable that if outside 
assistance is not given the negroes will suffer 
ifthe high water continues long. The break 
was due to the tremendous volume of water 
that is now being discharged by the St. 
Francis River, whose mouth is less than 
fifty miles above. When the Adams came 
down there had been three breaks, and the 
water was about as high on the inside of the 
circle as it was on the outside. The water is 
several inches higber than it was ever known 
to be before. As Laconia is above the mouths 
of the Arkansas and White Rivers, relief will 
come to the people there at least earlier than 
itwill come here, and itis possibie that the 
damage tothe cirele will not be great. The 
people were expecting the levee to give way, 
and hence were prepared for it. 


A Big Scare at Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 26.—The Ohio River 
flood has probably reached its height, and 
the water will begin to recede this afternoon. 
All immediate danger at least ofa repetition 
ofthe disastrous deluge of 1884 is passed. 


Reports from all pointe above Cincinnati 
show thatthe river ie either ona stand or 
falling. Monday an afternoon paper pub- 
lished sensational headlines, followed by the 
prediction that the river would attain a 
heighth of 77 feet. The publication created a 
panic among the poor people in the inun- 
dated districts. Many of these began at 
once to move their household effects and 
others engaged rooms onthe hilltops. The 
unwaranted article has caused widespread 
indignation, and a special meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce was called to take ao- 
tion. The following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Chamber hereby con- 
demns the reckless and sensational communi- 
cations regarding the expected stage of water 
in the Ohio River, as published in the Daily 
Post of March 24, 1890, said publication being 
calculated to deceive those not familiar with 
the situation, and creating undue excitement 
and much expense. * 

The envroachment of the water has shut off 
the Cincinnati base ball park and done furtber 
damage to the market gardeners in the bot- 
toms, but the situation of the railroads is 
aboutthesame. F is highly probable that 
the flood, which reached 59 feet 2inches, will 
now recede steadily. The weather has been 
clear here, and the rains above bave not been 
heavy enough to increase the great volume of 
water. The closest estimate of the damage to 
property and business is $1, 000, 000. 

Another bright clear day with a brisk, cool 
wind gives au alr of unusual cheerfulness to 
everybody to whom high water in the Ohio 
Rtver could bring discomfort or disaster. 
Besides that, the river has reached its max- 
imum, 59 feet 2 inches, and after remaining at 
that aoe t for several hours has begun to de- 
cline. It had fallen 2 inches by 10 o’ clock this 
morning. All reports from above show that 
no further rise is possible without another 
rain, which does not now seem near at hand. 
One foot more of a rise would have caused 
more than a hundred per cent more inconve- 
nience, for it would have invaded so many 
tirst floors of buildings, The aggregate of loss 
by this flood is much less than usual, because 
of the lessons given in 1883 and 1884 by the 
great floods of those years. People have ar- 
ranged to not have proper so much ex- 
posed. Railroads have raised their grades and 
there is a general condition of readigess to 
keep out of the way of the water. Sti man 
manufacturing establishments in Mill Cree 
Valley and along the river front are compelled 
to stopforafew days, and these will have 
their machinery more or less damaged by 
water. There are no houses swept away and 
no lives in peril. The wind has sent waves 
against the levees at Lawrenceburg and 
caused one or two breaks there, but the city is 
still protected from any serious inundation. 
With the present conditionsthe water will 
rapidly fall and things will go on as before in 
a very few days.

NATCHEZ, Miss., March 26.—The levees along 
the Tensas and Concordia fronts are being 
closely watched and strengthened where they 
show signs of weakness. The Tenusas River is 


rising rapidly from the water from the Raleigh 
crevasse, and it is only a question of three or 
four days when it will be out of its banks, as 
the banks of ths Tensas are fourteen feet 
lower than those of the Mississippi. A con- 
siderable portion of the lands of the Tensas, 
Concordia and several other bottoms must 
necessarily be flooded.

A BOLD OUTRAGE. 


Two Sailors Kidnaped by the Pacific Coast 
Seamen's Union, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Diararen. 

LOS ANGELES,Cal., March 26.—A sensational 
story has just been developed here ſu relation 
tothe kidnaping of two sailors, named John 
Kemp and Albert Busch, from the schooner 
Nettie Sondberg at San Pedro, on February 2, 
by members of the Pacific Coast Seamen’s 
Union. Foratime it was thought they were 
murdered, but recently it leaked out that the 
men had been spirited away by the uuion be- 
cause ofastrike on the schooner. Deputy 
Sheriff Anderson, Pilot David Weldt and 
Deputy Constable George Morris were 
detailed to work up the case. They 
learned that the two sallors were 
prisoners on the south coast of Catalina 
Island, at a place called Little Harbor. Rein- 
forced by Deputy Sheriffs William Hamel and 
A. W. Marsh, they proceeded directly to San 
Pedro 80 as not to give alarm to the union. 
Deputies Hamel and March were left in San 
Pedro to watch the supposed kidnapers, while 
Anderson, Weldt and Morris boarded the 
pilot boat Naiad inthe night and sailed for 
Catalina Island. When they arrived at Little 
Harbor the ueputies surprised the two sailors 
in a tent guarded by two men named Entvold- 
son and Johnson, members of the Coast Sea 
men’s Union. The rescued sailors were 
taken on board ofthe Naiad and brought to 
thiscity. Thestory of their capture as told 
by Kemp and Busch is ' 

HIGHLY SENSATIONAL. 

Busch sad. When the kidnapers boarded 
tne Nettie Sondberg she lay alongside the 
wharf and the first thing we knew of impend- 
ing danger was when I was grabbed, gagged 
and bound and Kemp was hauled out of his 
boat-house before he could use his revolver. 
Wewere cursed at and threatened and no 
time was given us even to dress, but they 
‘hurried us on board a ‘double ender.’ Patrol- 
man Keil was the leader of the party. Once on 
board the union boat sall was made and we 
coasted as far as Portuguese Bend. Here a 
consultation was held, after which we were 
set ashore and carried later to Little Harbor. 

Kemp says that during the trip they became 
convinced that they were going to be mur 
dered and they determined tosell their lives 
as dearly as possible. Kemp bad a revolver 
and Buscha knife and each picked out his 
man und made up their minds to mark“ 
them witb a trademark in case they were at- 
tacked. The rescued sailors bave been ap- 
proached by members of the union and ad- 
vised not to prosecute, as it would do them no 
good; but they intenud to see thdcase through 
and bavesworn out complaints against Alfred 
Anderson aud Patrolman Keil, charging them 
with assault with a deadiv weapon and abduc- 
tion. The leaders have been held in $5,000 
bail by Judge Austin.

ASSAULTED BY A BRUTE. 


A YOUNG LADY’S TERRIBLE FXPERIENCE 
ON HER OWN DOOKSTEP- 


Caught in the Clutches of a Black Fiend, 
She Dragged Him tothe Voor and Rang 
the Bell—The Second Assault to Which 
She Has Been Subjected—A Lawless 
Neighborhood. 


An outrageous assault was made last even- 
ing on a young lady who was returning alone 
to her home and she narrowly escaped falling 
into the hands of a brute who. boldly at- 
tempted to drag her from her own door step. 

The West End has furnished several sensa 
tional criminal cases within the past few 
months, and the audacity of the lawless gang 
which has sought that section in which to 
work la growing more and more unbearable. 

This latest outrage was committed in the 
neighborhood of Bell and Cardinal avenues, 
and this is the second time that the 
young lady has been subjected to sim- 
lar treatment. She had taken tea with 
a friend and was on her way home. It was 
only 8:30 o’ciock and having no fear that harm 
would come to her she had neglected to pro- 
vide herself with an escort. She was walking 
west on Bell avenue, and just as she had 
reached the steps of her home a negro ran ont 
from behind atree-box and catching her about 
the waist attempted to drag her away. 
She resisted and struggled hard to free her- 
self from him, but he held her so tightly that 
she could not loosen his hold. With strength 
thatcame toher inher desperate strait she 
dragged the brute to the very door of her 
home and though still in his clutches 

SHE CAUGHT THE DOOR BELL 
andrang it. She screamed and he puthis 
hand over her mouth, but too late. That 
scream and the ringing of the bell awoke 
the neighborhood and from every housé 
came men who expected to find that some 
such infamous act had been done. The negro 
then released the girl and darted across a 
lot into one of the many alleys that run 
through that neighborhood. The young lady 
was taken into her house and given stimu- 
lants, while some of the gentlemen looked for 
the police to notify them of the outrage and 
begin a search for the negro, but of course the 


police were not to be found, and the negro 
made his escape. 

But that neighborhood is thoroughly 
aroused, and it will go hard with any of the 
brutes who may be caughtthere. This is not 
the frst act of lawlessness, and feel- 
ing that they cannot rely on any 
protection from the police, they will 
protect themselves if the alleys and 
holes are not cleaned out. The repetition of 
outrages there have frightened the ladies and 
they will not venture on the streets alone 
from this time on after nightfall. 


ANOTHER ASSAULT. 

About two montis ago this same youn 
had a similar experience, and then she — 
escaped death ora fate that is worse. She 
was going home about the same hour of the 
evening, and just before she reavhed home 
she saw & negro step up on the 
sidewalk and ree) like a drunken man. 
She thought he was drunk and tried to 
walk around him, but as she was passing him 
he sprang at her and caught her by the throat 
with a grip that might have meant her death. 
Fortunately for her, she screamed before the 
fiend’s fingers tightened on her throat, and 
ber cry brought assistance and frightened the 
brute away. Theshock had a terrible effect 
upon her, and the prompt arrival of a physi- 
clan saved ber from being thrown into a state 
of delirium. But the marks of her 
assaliant’s flogers were on her throat, 
and the imprint of every finger 
nail was left there. That aroused indignation 
enough, but the repetition ofthe assault has 
fanned it into a fame and though there are no 
more lawful citizens than those who livein 
that vicinity, they may yet measure out sum- 
mary justice it any of the black assailants of 
young girls are caught. 

A gentieman who lives near where the out- 
rage ocourred said: ‘‘I was —1 in my room 
with my wife last night when I heard the 
scream. 1 expected just what oo- 
curred and I ran to the wardrobe, 
and took my pistol and ran down to 
the door, butthe fellow was gone then, and 
there are so many alleys and vacant lots 
around Cardinaland Bell avenues, that itis 
hard to follow anyone there. I think that 
sct of lawless negroes must bave fixed upon 
that neighborhood asasafe place to work. I 
was saved from an assault only a week ago 
to-day by the fortunate appearance on the 
soene of two ladies. Iieft my house before 
8 o’ clock and started down the street witha 
book in my hand. Thereis one point on the 
sidewalk where a tree box and telegraph pole 
stand close together, and as I passed it 


TWO NEGROES STEPPED OUT 

and started forme. I stepped back, and be- 
fore they reached me they saw two ladies who 
were not more than thirty feet away. One of 
them grabbed the other and pulled him away, 
then they ran outin the street. But the pres- 
ence of those ladies saved me. I had nothing 
to defend myself with, and would have been 
absolutely attheir mercy if they had assaulted 
me, but lsuppose they had not looked down 
that way, and had not seen the ladies. When 
they did catch sight of them they concluded 
~ there were too many people around, and 
eft. 

We could not find the police last night, 
and some ofthe gentiemen went to see Capt. 
Fruchte. He told them that it was almost im- 
possible to protect that neighborhood, be- 
cause the lots and alleys gave a man a chance 
to run and hide, and to follow hi through 
them was out of the question.’’ 

The plea that it is impossible to protect 
that neighborhood’’ isa familiar one, for the 
police have made it often. It is the same ex- 
cuse they made when Union avenue became 
the scene of repeated murders; it is the same 
they always make when any neighborhood is 
selected by criminals as a place to 
work. And as the lawless element 
move from one section of the oity to another, 
the plea is repeated until the public has at last 
learned that it is impossible forthe police to 
protect any nelghborhood. But certainly 
something ought to be done to prevent such 
infamous outrages as those to which this 
young lady has been subjected. If negroes 
can leave the alleys and commit such crimes 
on the open streets, right at the very doors of 
the homes ofyoung women, then they too 
have learned that the pore are unable to 
protect any neighborhood.

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RUSHING BILLS THROUGH 


THE COUNCIL'S ACTION ON THE ELECTRIC 
STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 


The House Expected to Follow Jts Example 
This Evening and Dispose of the Meas. 
ures—The First Electric Motor Car Will 
Probably Be Down Town in Four Weeks. 


VIDENTLY the street 
railway managers 
seeking permission 
to come down town 
with their electric 
systems have not 
been idle. They 
have all had dills in 
the Municipal As- 
sembly, giving them 
this privilege, but 
the bills have hung 
back so persistently, andso much opposition 
was expected that the public had an idea that 
there was no show for them. The public, 
however, was counting in ignorance, while 
the rallway people knew what they were do- 
ing, and felt confident that they would have 
an electric motor eardown town inside of a 
month. This will be on the Scullin Blue Line. 
Another one will probably be down inside of 
four months. This will be on the Lindell 
railway on Washington avenue. The Council 
last evening brought this situation of affairs 
to pubilce notice. It had been  sup- 
posed that the Council would re- 
fuse electric franchises down town, as it 
cut off the Lindell at Twenty-second street on 
Washington avenue and at Fourteenth street 
and the bridge on its Chouteau avenue line. 
This fixed it as opposed to overhead wires on 
the business streets, but since then it is ex- 
plained that the members of the Council have 
visited cities where the motor was in opera- 
tion and have been completely converted. 
AT THE MEBTING LAST NIGHT 
this conversion was shown by the bills of the 
Union Depot, Mound City, Lindell, Missouri, 
Forest Park and Benton-Bellefontaine, all 
to come down, being passed to engrossment. 
Tothe public this action was very much of a 
surprise. The bills came up as unfinished 
business, with six to ten amendments each, 
and practically received their first reading. 
That, however, made no difference. Some ot 
the members pretested against acting 80 
hastily, without the measure being consid- 
ered with deliberation, but the protests 
might as well have been unuttered, as they 
tel! on ground ‘that would not bear 
fruit. Noses had been counted before the 
bills were called, and the friends of the meas- 
ure knew they had everything their own way. 
The Benton-Bellefontaine, Union Depotand 
Mound City bills had bobtall amendments as 
well, under which they must remove the bob- 
tall cars within eighteen months after the ac- 
ceptance of the franchise. In additon the 
Mound City is authorized to change its route, 


‘running up Twelfthto High street, cutting 


offthe Lucas avenue and hirteenth street 
tracks and the Union Depot secures an exten- 
sion of drouble tracks on Jefferson to the 
north line of Arsenal street and another from 
the middle gate of Tower Grove Park to 
Morgan Ford road. The Vandeventer Co.’s 
billalso went to engrossment, though it ex- 
cited considerable discussion, during which 
it was stated that Geo. D, Capen was the real 
rojector of the road, attention being called 
n this connection to the apparentiy very 
friendly relations existing between the Lin- 
dell and Missouri companies. 
THEY EXPECTED rr, 
and would have been greatly disappointed if 
the Council had not carried out the pro- 
gramme, but stilithe relief and satisfaction 
ofthe raliroad people after the bills were 
assed to engrossment was unmistakable. 
fad there been the least hitch or failure it 
would have been very disastrous. They were 
not through, however. The Council clerks 
were held by special arrangement, and as 
soon as the chamber was cleared the work of 
engrossing the bills was begun. No chances 
were taken on aceidentor mistake to-day 
which would prevent the Committee on En- 
grossed Bills returning them to the Council 
to-night ready to be acted upon finally. But 
few days of the session yet remain, and 
in these few days the bills must be 
taken out of the Council and sent 
over to the House of Delegates. 
Ordinarily this would require considerable 
tine, following the usual routine, and had 
the bills been perfected earlier in the session 
they would doubtless have been the cause of 
some very warm debates in both houses. 
Now, however, it is different, and if the plans 
ali carry, as they are said to have been laid, 
and as it is claimed they will carry, 
THE HOUSE WILL ACT TO-NIGHT, 

the bilts will go to engrossment there, and 
will be in the hands of Mayor Noonan by Sat- 
urday morning. The rallway people do not 
have much to say as to this plan, except to 


| express the hope that the House will act to- 


night. The programme, however, is un- 
doubtedly to have the bills — dtsposed ot 
early this evening by the Council, and then 
rush them over to the House. There, if every- 
wanes | goes well, the Railread Committee will 
receive them, report them back, if satisfac- 
tory, the rules will be suspended, and the 
Dllle read the first, second and third time 
and passed to engrossment.

DIED IN HIS CHAIR. 


Sudden Demise of Justice Campbell of the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 


DETROIT, Mich., March 26.—Justice James 
V. Campbell of the Michigan Supreme Court, a 
member of the Supreme bench since 1859, died 
suddenly at his home in this city this morn- 
ing. Justice Campbell was born in New York 
in 1823; came to Michigan in early life, and 
was one of the pioneers of the State. He has 
been Chief Justice of the bench since in rota- 


tion nine times; has been a law professor of 
the University of Michigan since the organ!- 
zation ofthe law department of that institu- 
tion; was one of the standing committee of the 
Protestant Episcopal diocese of Michigan, and 
was aman of wide culture. His death was 
caused by heart disease. His family found him 
dead in his chalr, where he had died while 
reading a newspaper.

Mr. Tyler says he invested $3,000 in the Amer- 
ican Development Co., which his friends and 
himself believed to be perfectly secure. The 
company was formed about August 1, and the 
prospectus issued by its President deciares 
that 

THE CAPITAL STOCK, ‘‘FULLY PAID,’’ 
amounted to $300,000. The Board of Directors 
was said to include G. B. F. Cooper, 10 Wall 
street; W. A. Miner, 6 Wall street; David 
Bannett of 71 Wall. and W. L. Wright, Presi- 
dent of the River & Electric Light Co. These 
gentiemen are said to have been at one time 
members of the Board of Directora, but to 
have withdrawn entirely. The name 
of Townsend Percy, Vice-President of the 
Globe Lieht Co., 6 Wall street, ie also used. 
He is said to be in London and to know prac- 


tically nothing of laterevents. Chas. Wen- 
sell who was said to be Treasurer of the com- 
pany, was never seen at the office. Mr. Tyler 
says: It is said that the British Commercial 
Corporation, limited, of 31 Lombard street, 
London, who are quoted as London corres- 
pondents, threatened prosecution if their 
names were not withdrawn and that from the 
date of their letter, Cook stopped the issue of 
his pamphiets. Having orgunized his com- 
pany which was organized forthe purpose of 
securing control either by purchase or other- 
wise, of bodies of agricultural, timber and 
mineral lands, ranches, water powers, min- 
ing operations of all kinds, manufacturing 
and other industrial enterprises and secur- 
ities of railways, gas-works, water- 
works, electric light and other corporations 
and negotiating thelr sale to American and 
European investors, Cook applied himself to 
the work of securing a clerical force. These 
he obtained by adver correspond 
ence, demanding cash security from each and 
trying to induce them to invest in the com- 
oany whenever he thought it possible.

THE KANSAS PRAIBIE FIRE. 


Aftet Having Swept Over a 
Large Section. 


ATCHISON, Kan., March 26.—The prairie 
fires which swept over Rooks County and that 
section of the State have been stopped. The 
burnt district covers many square miles, and 
within it there Is scarcely a habitation stand- 
ing. Fences are gone, houses, barns, gran- 

aries and feed were burned. Some stock 
escaped, but the most of it, especially the 


hogs, were burned.» The loss of stock, bow- 
ever, was not as great as it might have been 4 
as most everything on hoof had been shippe 

out of the county. The houses and barns, too, 
are not a great loss, as they were of cheap 
character, Many of them dug-outs, and they 
can easily be replaced. Much of the corn, 
especially that which was lying on the 
ground, was not touched by the „ asthe 
dave of fame seemed to sweep over it, burn- 
ing only a foot or two into the piles. As far as 
can be ascertained at present no lives were 
lost. At Stockton the family of D. E. Miller, 
living on a farm at the edge of town, had a 
narrod escape. The house was at one time 
surrounded by walls of fire, but the light ges 
upon which it fed soon burned, and the 
plowed ground which surrounds the house 
saved it. The fre was driven by «a 
wind, which blew at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, and the flames leaped 
the Solomon River, a stream of considerable 
width, catching the dry grass onthe north 
side, and, plunging across the bottom land, 
caught on the high ground until it was 
stopped at the grade of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. J. A. Church of Marvin, on the 
North Solomon, thirty miles north of Stock- 
ton, In a letter, says that on Monday forenoon 
he followed the track ofa fire which ravaced 
the section a distance of twenty miles. 
Houses, horses, cattie, hogs and thousands of 
tons of feed were destroyed. A strong wind 
was blowing, driving the fire, and the farmers 
could do nothing bat put out beck fires to 
save thelr places. Whether this was a contin- 
uation of the Rooks County fire is not known.

INJURIOUS TO THE CITY. 


THE PECULIAR GRADING OF CORN BY THE 
STATE GRAIN INSPECTORS. 


How the Sprivg Corn Trade Has Been Re- 
duced by a System of Strict Inspection— 
Protests From the Farmers Pouring In— 
Chicago Gaining Trade at the Expense of 
St. Louis. 


HIS morning J. B. 
Breathitt of the State 
Board of Rallroad and 
Warehouse Comm is- 
sioners, arrived in the 
city and regietered at 
the Southern. During 
the day Mr. Breathitt 
called at the office of 
the Chief Inspector and 
made a thorough re- 
view of the situation. 
Yj Exactly what the object 
4 of bis mission was is 
/ known to only a few, 
dut at the present time, 
considering the status of affairs in the Grain 
Inspection Department, it is regarded as 
highly significant. During the last few weeks 
there have been a mass of complaints re- 
celved by the corn dealers and commission 
menof this city from the farming districts. 
THESE COMPLAINTS COME ' 
from all sections tributary to St. Louis, but 
are more frequently heard from Northern 
Missouri, Iowa and Nebraska than from other 
quarters;in other words from the territory 
which, while tributary to St. Louis, is easily 
accessible to Chicago. The cause of the gen- 
eral dissatisfaction is the manner in which 


the inspection of corn has been conducted. 


During the months of February and March the 
proportion of the traffic secured by this city is 
very large, probably larger than at any other 
season. The reason is that the river is usually 
in good condition for boats at this 
time, and that the exports for 
foreign consumption are very large. 
During the last three or four years shipments 
for the foreign trade have been heavier than 
ever before, and st. Louis has steadily and 
rapidly been growing in importance as acorn 
market. The exports this year would have 
been exceedingly large had it not been for the 
manner in which corn was inspected, at least, 
this is the reason given by many shippers and 
a great number of farmers. The manner in 
which the inspection of corn has been con- 
ducted presents some peculiar and significant 
features. When the river was low, and the 


barges could go out with less than two-thirds 
ot a cargo, when the amount of corn sent to 
market was 80 reat as to occasion 
a freight blockade of almost unprecedented 
extent, and when the amountof corn neces- 
sarily sent to this market was greater than 
could be handled, the inspection given by 
Burks and his deputy experts was as fair and 
liberal as could be asked. 
A MARKED IMPROVEMENT 

was noticed overthe inspection given when 
the crop had just began to move, and when a 
liberal rating would have been of advantage 
to St. Louls. At the time of the great rush of 
corn to market, about 60 per cent of that re- 
ceived here graded No. 2, and but 15 per cent 
of that sent to Chicago was rated as high. 
Little advantage was obtained, as 
the lack of transportation prevented 
the flow of the crop toward the best market, 
as would have been the case under ordinary 
circumstances. Both corn growers and ex- 
porters were jabilaut over the prospect of the 
great spring trade in corn that would result as 
soon as the river was ata good stageand the 
railroads could handle all the freight offered. 
The outlook seemed most promising for an 
unprecedented traffic, as the demand from 
abroad was the greatest on record, and one of 
the largest corn crops ever harvested was in 
the hands of the farmers, while the river 
route was in most excellent condition. But 
an unanticipated obstacle was met with as 
soon as the facilities for handling the 
corn crop at this point began to 
improve, the quality of the receipts, as com- 

ared with those of other markets, began to 
alloff in a most peculiar manner. When 
there was arush of corn to any market that 
could handle it, the amount that graded No. 
2 received in St. Loais was far greater than at 
Chicago. But whenthe shipments began to 
diminish in quantity, and the means of trans- 
portation to increase, the proportion of No. 2 
corn received at Chicago 7 on | and rapidly 
increased, while St. Louis not only showed no 
advance, but an absolute decline. The 
climax was reached last week whon of 
the corn received in Chicago over 60 per 
cent graded No. 2, while scarcely more 
than half of that landed here obtained this 
rating. That Chicago’s No. 2 should rise 
from 15 to 60 per cent ot the latest receipts, 
while St. Louls instead of Increase showed an 
absolute decrease was very remarkable, es- 
pecially.when the fact is taken into consider- 
ation thatthe supply is largely drawn from 
the same district. 

THE FARMERS ARE INDIGNANT 

and have addressed scores of letters to St. 
Louis commission merchants, complaining of 
the loss to which they are subjected by the 
unfair grading, and declaring that, much 
ugainst their will, they would be com- 
pelled to send their corn to 
Chicago. The loss to the St. Louis 
market has already been immense, and may 
be still greater unless a change is made. That 
such a change is by no means improbable is 
evidenced by the sudden improvement in 
grading that bas taken place during the last 
three days. During the present week the 
corp sent to this market has undergone a 
most remarkable alteration for the better in 
quality, at least inthe opinion of Burks and 
his assistants. The fact that this improve- 
meut follows closely on the heels of a number 
of protests from Missouri farmers addressed 
to Jefferson Oity is regarded as highiy 
significant. A number of commission 
men in this city ascribe the 
strict inspection to the animosity entertained 
by Burks toward St. Louis grain dealers, 
whose policy of making shipments to East 
St. Louis bas cut off his revenues to such an 
extent that bis inspection force has been re- 
duced to a skeleton of its original propor- 
tions,and now scarcely exceeds that formerly 
employed by the Merchants’ Exchange. The 
visit of Mr. Breathittis exciting nad little in- 
terest, as it is hoped that he will cause steps 
to be taken that will remove the incubus that 
— lately been oppressing the 88. Louis 
trace.
